I'm in the process of following-up on a few of the items requested from our meeting 
on Tuesday. Thanks again for making this a very productive pre-application meeting. 

There was a question while we were at the boat ramp regarding the history of the 
JD, a question if CAMA was involved in the JD, and later a question about a specific 
wetland that was not included in the JD. 

To answer those questions, I have attached the latest JD for the project, as well as 
an excerpt from the JD Visit Summary and Follow-Up Letter sent to the Corps from 
CZR "summarizes[ing] the results of the meeting 22-23 May 2012 between USACE, 
DCM, DWQ, and CZR..." 

Included in this excerpt is the page from the graphics with the wetland area we 
looked at in the field that is within the study area, but was not identified as 
jurisdictional. Also included a Google Aerial for comparison, because the area we 
walked in has changed since the JD aerial. 

Please let me know if you would like me to send the full copy of the JD Summary. 

It's approximately 22 mb, which is why I only passed on the relevant excepts. 

The JD also has a lengthy description and Section D: 

Description: "A project corridor paralleling the existing NC Highway 12 corridor varing 
in width from approximately 700 - 3800 feet. The northern portion of the project 
starts at the Bodie Island Campground entrance on Bodie Island and extends 
southward ending in Rodanthe at Sudie Payne Road. [Sudie Payne Road is roughly 
1,000 feet south of the terminal]. The total project length is approximately 15.7 miles 
and is adjacent to the Pamlico Sound and the Atlantic Ocean." 

Section D: "Approved jurisdictional delineation/determination for the entire Bonner 
Bridge TIP # B-2500 project area including Phase I, Phase IIA & B, and all the areas 
between these Phases from north of Oregon Inlet to Rodanthe. This determination 
incorporates all previously approved actions (Reference Action ID 2012-00715 for 
Phase I and 2012-00836 & 2012-00715 for Phase II) and is considered the complete 
approved juridictional determination for the entire project length superseding the 
above mentioned actions." 

We are aware that this JD expires on 1/22/2018, but we intend to have application 
and, hopefully, subsequent 404 action/ permit by that time. 

Just as an FYI, the team is currently working on the MP forms and I'm working on the 
setback mapping. Thanks again for your help with those.

After going back and looking at the NW 33 permit that Tracey issued (SAW-1993-03077), it was for 
the installation of the mooring dolphins and buoys, which were placed in the inlet and Pamlico 
sound. The NW 33 did not encompass anything to do with the loadout trestle. The loadout trestle 
and bridge structure was not part of the COE permit for Bonner, but only the roadway fill in wetlands 
on Bodie & Pea Island. The structure in the water was left to the USCG. We did not have any impacts 
associated with the loadout trestle coming off the old ferry ramp. It stayed within the limits of the 
old ferry ramp footprint. The only impacts associated with the loadout trestle are the pile supports 
that extend out into the water (temporary impacts). 

Therefore, it appears to me that our proposal to place the sheet pile within the footprint of the 
existing loadout trestle ramp, would not require any action from the COE.

Thank you for the opportunity to review the July 12, 2017 meeting minutes. 

I have a few comments: 

• Please remove Doug Huggett as an attendee. He was not able to attend the meeting 
due to a Coastal Resources Commission meeting occurring on the same day. 

• On page 3, there is a statement in the section titled Discussion, 3rd bullet, that “It was 
agreed that instead of using a 2’ temporary impact around the footing for construction, 
that 2’ would be considered pennanent to account for the sand.” According to my 
recollection, there were concerns expressed by the agencies about the potential for the 
sand to disperse outside of the 2’temporary impact area, and the topic required more 
discussion. 

• On page 3, there is a statement in the section titled Discussion, 5 th bullet, that 
“Everyone was okay with this idea.” This statement is referring to the idea that 
temporary impact locations might shift given the nature of the construction. DCM 
understands that on a large project such as this, the temporary impact locations and 
amounts will likely change during construction. However, I would like to add that 



during the meeting, I made a comment that DCM would need to approve the precise 
location of all impacts, and a communication mechanism to approve the precise 
locations would need to be determined. This could be through a permit condition on 
the original permit decision and/or permit modifications during construction. 
According to my notes from the meeting, this topic will require more discussion, but 
everyone was in general agreement with the idea. 

• At some point during the meeting, I commented on additional information that will be 
required for the CAMA major permit application (such as the oceanfront setbacks, a 
narrative and drawings for the removal of existing NC Highway 12 in the Refuge, 
location of the moorings in Pamlico Sound, etc). As you know, a pre-application 

meeting for the CAMA major permit application has been scheduled for August 1 st . 

At that meeting, DCM Transportation Field Representative Greg Daisey will review 
the requirements for the CAMA major permit application.

Thank you for the opportunity to review the July 12, 2017 meeting minutes. 

I have a few comments: 

• Please remove Doug Huggett as an attendee. He was not able to attend the meeting 
due to a Coastal Resources Commission meeting occurring on the same day. 

• On page 3, there is a statement in the section titled Discussion, 3rd bullet, that “It was 
agreed that instead of using a 2’ temporary impact around the footing for construction, 
that 2’ would be considered pennanent to account for the sand.” According to my 
recollection, there were concerns expressed by the agencies about the potential for the 
sand to disperse outside of the 2’temporary impact area, and the topic required more 
discussion. 

• On page 3, there is a statement in the section titled Discussion, 5 th bullet, that 
“Everyone was okay with this idea.” This statement is referring to the idea that 
temporary impact locations might shift given the nature of the construction. DCM 
understands that on a large project such as this, the temporary impact locations and 
amounts will likely change during construction. However, I would like to add that 
during the meeting, I made a comment that DCM would need to approve the precise 
location of all impacts, and a communication mechanism to approve the precise 
locations would need to be determined. This could be through a permit condition on 
the original permit decision and/or pennit modifications during construction. 



According to my notes from the meeting, this topic will require more discussion, but 
everyone was in general agreement with the idea. 

• At some point during the meeting, I commented on additional information that will be 
required for the CAMA major permit application (such as the oceanfront setbacks, a 
narrative and drawings for the removal of existing NC Highway 12 in the Refuge, 
location of the moorings in Pamlico Sound, etc). As you know, a pre-application 

meeting for the CAMA major permit application has been scheduled for August 1 st . 

At that meeting, DCM Transportation Field Representative Greg Daisey will review 
the requirements for the CAMA major permit application.

The NCDOT Ferry Division is requesting authorization to perform dredging inside the basin at the 
Hatteras Ferry Terminal. The Ferry Division will be operating a passenger ferry starting in the late 
spring of 2018, providing a route from Hatteras to Silver Lake for walk on passengers only. The new 
passenger ferry will need to be docked in what is now a couple tie up slips. After other modifications 
have been done to this area we will need to have accumulated material removed to allow for the 
passenger ferry to pull in and out of safely. 

The Hatteras Terminal does not have a permitted spoil site to hold dredged material therefor all 
work will be contracted out to a company that is able to perform clamshell or long reach excavator 
type dredging and haul the material away. A Pre Construction meeting will be held with the 
contractor and the Ferry Division to ensure all environmental regulations are followed and they are 
aware of our permit conditions. 

Attached is a survey depicting the area that needs to be dredged. Current depths range from 1' - 9'. 
The area is permitted to a 12' depth and in order to achieve that depth in this area an estimated

Welcome back. Hope your move and work transition is going well. I traveled to Ocracoke last 
Wednesday 26 July and rode the ferry back and forth to Ocracoke across Hatteras Inlet. You could 
see from the deck of the ferry, the shoaling in the "connector channel" on the west side. I watched 
the Hatteras charter fleet return through the inlet on that afternoon around 4:00 pm. Most of the 
fleet that I observed, ten boats total, used a channel on the Dare County side of the inlet (east side). 
Two boats came up the connector channel, one slowed to trolling speed when it got to the west end 
and one stayed on plane all the way through. Low tide was at 4:37 pm. Having made that 
observation indicates to me that thankfully there are other options besides the "connector 
channel". Why the two boats used the "connector channel" and not the channel on the east side of 
the inlet is unknown to me unless that channel on the east side is less familiar or more tricky to 
navigate. I did not see the deeper "cut" to the south of the area dredged in May that Ken made 
reference to. 

The continued attempts to keep this channel open by the side cast dredge will require multiple 
maintenance dredge events during the moratorium months. A side cast dredge cannot adequately 
move enough sand to buy any time between dredge events. DOT Ferry Division attempted to use 
this channel by maintaining it with their hydraulic pipeline dredge and abandoned it after repeated 
rapid shoaling. I have attached some aerials that I took of the east and west end of the connector 
channel on the 15 May. The side cast dredge had been working for four days on the west end when 
I took these photos. Both ends of the channel narrow and have a significant shoal plugging the ends. 

The photos labeled "Altnchan" shows an alternative channel that historically required less 
maintenance than the "connector channel". It would be more prudent if Dare County were to 
include this area in the current cultural resource survey. This area has a channel that has been 
marked with orange poly balls for last the couple months, I am certain the charter fleet has done this 
and uses it when needed and water depth allow. 

Hope this helps. I am available to discuss further. Hopefully the flight contract will be renewed soon 
and you can get up and look at the inlet from the plane, It is very helpful.

Attached is the latest survey from the USACE of the connector channel. As you can see, the west 
side has closed in a bit. They had achieved controlling depths on the west side of ~ -8 ft. MLLW 
during the May event. At present it's closer to -5 MLLW. Also, as you can see there is a cut to the 
south of the previously dredged channel that is deeper. If we are limited to the inside of the 
previously dredged channel, the west side depths are closer to -2 ft. MLLW. We are working on 
getting approval on the Cultural Resource side to be able to dredge to deep water. Please let us 
know if you need any additional information at this point.

All, 

I'm following up on the email from last month (see below). The USACE recently conducted a survey 
of the Connector Channel and we are awaiting the results of that survey. Locals have reported that 
the channel has shoaled since the maintenance was completed, but we are hoping to quantify to 
what degree with the surveys. Due to the Merritt availability and some of the delays that forced the 
project into May the maintenance only achieved controlling depth of about 7 ft. MLLW. Assuming 
the current controlling depths are less than 7 ft. MLLW and based on the fact that the Sidecast 

Dredge Merritt is scheduled to go in for substantial maintenance work starting October 1 st , and the 
expectation is that the dredge will be out of service for approximately 6 months, the County is 
requesting relief from the dredge window established in the permit as October 1 to March 31. By 
the time the window opens in October, it is anticipated that the channel would be too shallow for 
maintenance to be performed using the special use hopper dredges Murden and Currituck, which 
typically require 5 to 6 feet of water to operate. 

Based on the post construction surveys, the channel that was dredged in May has meandered 
outside of the previously dredged channel corridor. Dare County has hired a marine archeologist to 
survey a portion of the larger corridor included in the permit in order to open up a larger area for 
dredging and allow the sidecast dredge to follow deep water during the next cycle. The hope is that 
controlling depths closer to -12 ft. MLLW can be achieved. Later this year the entire Connector 
Channel Corridor included in the permit will be surveyed for cultural resources but due to the fact 
that there is only limited time before the sidecast dredge is available, the contractor will survey a 
sub set of that area. The attached map shows both the original Connector Channel Corridor (Black 
dotted line) and the proposed cultural resource survey area (Yellow solid line). The marine 
archeologist anticipates completing both the survey and coordination with the underwater 
archeology branch by early August. The USACE Wilmington District has stated that currently the

All, 

Based on the attached AS-BUILT survey, the maintenance dredging of the Connector Channel, 
conducted by the Sidecaster Merritt in late May, was able to establish controlling depths of -7 to -9 
ft. MLW. This is a welcomed improvement from the pre-construction conditions and has opened up 
the channel to navigation once again. I thank you all for your assistance working through some of 
the timing issues with the MOA and USACE dredge plant schedule. 

As you may be aware, the Sidecast Dredge Merritt is scheduled to go in for substantial maintenance 

work starting October 1 st . The expectation is that the dredge will be out of service for approximately 
6 months. During those six (6) months, communities will have to rely on the special use hopper 
dredges Murden and Currituck to maintain shallow draft channels. Whereas the sidecaster can get 
into very shallow and heavily shoaled areas, the special use hoppers typically need 5 to 6 feet of 
water to operate. That means that if a channel shoals to a depth that is shallower than the special 
use hopper's operational depth, the channel may remain shoaled in until the sidecast dredge is back 
in service. This is a big cause of concern for a number of communities. 

In speaking to the USACE about scheduling, they believe that it would be advisable to try to conduct 
one more sidecast dredge event of the channel prior to the Merritt going offline to ensure that the 
special use hopper dredges have enough water to maintain the channel in the Merritt's absence. 
Their schedule for September is booked up for maintenance work at New River for which they have 
had to coordinate closely with DoD at Camp Lejeune to allow for specific training exercises. They 
have advised CPE-NC and the County that if they were going to be able to do one last maintenance 














event with the sidecaster, that event should occur in late August. As you know, the dredge window 
for this permit doesn't open back up until Oct. 1 st . 


At present, the plan is to monitor depths in the channel and the position of the channel over the 
coming 4 to 6 weeks and make a determination as to the necessity of another sidecaster event in 
late August. The County is also planning to authorize a marine archeologist to conduct a submerged 
cultural resource survey of the areas around the recently dredged channel so that when the next 
maintenance event occurs the USACE can follow deep water, which will considerably decrease the 
time required to establish navigable depths through the channel. 

At this time, my intent is only to provide you information on the anticipated path forward in the 
spirit of close coordination. We will continue to provide you all updates and are available to answer 
questions.

Here is an excerpt from this morning’s SERT Situation Report. 

At Hatteras Island, nine temporary generators are providing power. The original plan to bring 
in 10 to 15 additional temporary generators is being revised in favor of installing switch gear 
at Avon Substation to sync it with the Buxton Power Plant. At Ocracoke Island, the utility 
providers anticipate having the power plant up and running by close of business Wednesday. 
Due to the power generation gap for both islands, both Dare and Hyde County EM will 
continue to have mandatory evacuation orders in place for non-residents until additional stable 
power levels are achieved. The first transmission line cable has been successfully spliced. 
While originally believed to be damaged, additional testing confirmed that the second 
transmission line cable is intact. Crews continue to work to excavate the third transmission 
line cable in order to assess damage to it. Utility providers continue to move forward on 
parallel paths to implement power restoration solutions for Hatteras Island. In addition to 
efforts to splice damaged transmission line cables, equipment and materials needed to 
construct an overhead transmission line, are beginning to arrive on scene. It is still expected to 
take 1-2 weeks to build the overhead transmission line.

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All, 

I was in the field most of last week and wanted to follow up with you on the Connector Channel 
project now that I'm back in the office. Based on discussions with Matt Slagel last week, it sounds 
like DCM is getting close to being able to make a decision on the County's request for relief from the 
window to conduct a late August maintenance event with the Sidecast Dredge Merritt. 

At the end of last week I was contacted by Jim Medlock of the USACE Shallow Draft Navigation 
Program. Jim stated that due to some recent damage to the Sidecast Dredge Merritt, it is possible 
that the Hatteras Inlet Connector Channel project may actually be conducted in early to mid- 
September as opposed to late August. Although the schedule is not firmly established, I did want to 
provide that additional information to you all as you are considering whether to grant the relief. 

I also wanted to reiterate that we are working with our marine archeologist sub-contractor and the 
Underwater Archeology Branch at Ft. Fisher to clear additional portions of the Connector Channel 
corridor for cultural resources. 


I will continue to provide you with any updated information on schedule as it becomes available. I 
will also be in touch with you soon about setting up another pre-con meeting as required by permit. 
Please feel free to reach out to me if you have any questions.

Steve, 

The initial goal of the project was to have a large corridor approved to be able to maintain the deep 
water channel (wherever it may be) through occasional dredging. Once we get the full corridor 
cleared for cultural resources, we will be able to follow that deep water channel, wherever it exists 
within the larger corridor. The channel you highlighted on the map would be inside of that corridor. 

All that said, my understanding is that for the past couple of years, the deep water channel has been 
in the vicinity of the channel that was dredged by the USACE in May under the permit in question. 
The channel you highlighted is deep along the shoulder of Ocracoke but shoals in to impassible 
depths before it gets into the inlet gorge. Nevertheless, we will continue to move forward to get as 
much flexibility as possible, which will minimize the amount of maintenance required. That will 
make both the resource agencies and the bean counters happy. 

Please let us know if you need any additional information to support a decision on allowing for the 
proposed late August dredge event.

The slough we now call the "Connector Channel" is behaving as it always has and was abandoned by 
NC DOT Ferry Division due to the rapid shoaling that would occur making difficult to maintain years 
ago before Rollison Channel was abandoned by the Corp for the same reason. There was an event 
where the Ferry Division's pipeline dredge worked through the plug on the west side and was 
trapped and had to dredge its way back out. Historically, the channel that I have marked on the 
attached google earth image has required less maintenance by the Ferry Division. It meanders with 
the accretion and erosion of the north end of Ocracoke Island but was more tenable and maintained 
by the Ferry Division. I know that this information is tardy in this process but I feel compelled to put 
it out there as I watch this exercise in futility in another attempt to use the "Connector Channel" as a 
navigation channel. 

Nevertheless, a slight shift to the south following the natural migration of the "Connector Channel" 
on it's west end would certainly help and this area has likely been disturbed in the past by the 
aforementioned Ferry Division pipeline dredge.

Attached is the latest survey from the USACE of the connector channel. As you can see, the west 
side has closed in a bit. They had achieved controlling depths on the west side of ~ -8 ft. MLLW 
during the May event. At present it's closer to -5 MLLW. Also, as you can see there is a cut to the 
south of the previously dredged channel that is deeper. If we are limited to the inside of the 
previously dredged channel, the west side depths are closer to -2 ft. MLLW. We are working on 
getting approval on the Cultural Resource side to be able to dredge to deep water. Please let us 
know if you need any additional information at this point.

All, 

I'm following up on the email from last month (see below). The USACE recently conducted a survey 
of the Connector Channel and we are awaiting the results of that survey. Locals have reported that 
the channel has shoaled since the maintenance was completed, but we are hoping to quantify to 
what degree with the surveys. Due to the Merritt availability and some of the delays that forced the 
project into May the maintenance only achieved controlling depth of about 7 ft. MLLW. Assuming 
the current controlling depths are less than 7 ft. MLLW and based on the fact that the Sidecast 

Dredge Merritt is scheduled to go in for substantial maintenance work starting October 1 st , and the 
expectation is that the dredge will be out of service for approximately 6 months, the County is 
requesting relief from the dredge window established in the permit as October 1 to March 31. By 
the time the window opens in October, it is anticipated that the channel would be too shallow for 
maintenance to be performed using the special use hopper dredges Murden and Currituck, which 







typically require 5 to 6 feet of water to operate. 


Based on the post construction surveys, the channel that was dredged in May has meandered 
outside of the previously dredged channel corridor. Dare County has hired a marine archeologist to 
survey a portion of the larger corridor included in the permit in order to open up a larger area for 
dredging and allow the sidecast dredge to follow deep water during the next cycle. The hope is that 
controlling depths closer to -12 ft. MLLW can be achieved. Later this year the entire Connector 
Channel Corridor included in the permit will be surveyed for cultural resources but due to the fact 
that there is only limited time before the sidecast dredge is available, the contractor will survey a 
sub set of that area. The attached map shows both the original Connector Channel Corridor (Black 
dotted line) and the proposed cultural resource survey area (Yellow solid line). The marine 
archeologist anticipates completing both the survey and coordination with the underwater 
archeology branch by early August. The USACE Wilmington District has stated that currently the 

only window they have to conduct this work is the 3 rd and 4 th week in August. 

Please consider this as a request for relief from the dredge window included in the permit. Please 
feel free to reach out to me with any questions you have about the proposed plan for August.

Based on the attached AS-BUILT survey, the maintenance dredging of the Connector Channel, 
conducted by the Sidecaster Merritt in late May, was able to establish controlling depths of -7 to -9 
ft. MLW. This is a welcomed improvement from the pre-construction conditions and has opened up 
the channel to navigation once again. I thank you all for your assistance working through some of 
the timing issues with the MOA and USACE dredge plant schedule. 

As you may be aware, the Sidecast Dredge Merritt is scheduled to go in for substantial maintenance 

work starting October 1 st . The expectation is that the dredge will be out of service for approximately 
6 months. During those six (6) months, communities will have to rely on the special use hopper 
dredges Murden and Currituck to maintain shallow draft channels. Whereas the sidecaster can get 
into very shallow and heavily shoaled areas, the special use hoppers typically need 5 to 6 feet of 
water to operate. That means that if a channel shoals to a depth that is shallower than the special 
use hopper's operational depth, the channel may remain shoaled in until the sidecast dredge is back 
in service. This is a big cause of concern for a number of communities. 

In speaking to the USACE about scheduling, they believe that it would be advisable to try to conduct 
one more sidecast dredge event of the channel prior to the Merritt going offline to ensure that the 
special use hopper dredges have enough water to maintain the channel in the Merritt's absence. 
Their schedule for September is booked up for maintenance work at New River for which they have 
had to coordinate closely with DoD at Camp Lejeune to allow for specific training exercises. They 
have advised CPE-NC and the County that if they were going to be able to do one last maintenance 
event with the sidecaster, that event should occur in late August. As you know, the dredge window 
for this permit doesn't open back up until Oct. 1 st . 

At present, the plan is to monitor depths in the channel and the position of the channel over the 
coming 4 to 6 weeks and make a determination as to the necessity of another sidecaster event in 
late August. The County is also planning to authorize a marine archeologist to conduct a submerged 
cultural resource survey of the areas around the recently dredged channel so that when the next 
maintenance event occurs the USACE can follow deep water, which will considerably decrease the 
time required to establish navigable depths through the channel. 

At this time, my intent is only to provide you information on the anticipated path forward in the 
spirit of close coordination. We will continue to provide you all updates and are available to answer 
questions.

• Regarding the draft document that you attached to your e-mail on July 26 th , note that the word “or” should be changed to the word “and” 
at the end of the second bullet on the first page. That one word makes a big difference! 

• Regarding the draft document that you attached to your e-mail on July 26 th , there is a statement in the lower half of the first page “The 
statute also states...” If you are referring to 15A NCAC, then it is a rule, not a statute. The relevant statute is 113A, Article 7, but I am 
not sure if there is any language in the statute about innovative technology, so it might be most accurate to refer to the rule. 

• Regarding the draft document that you attached to your e-mail on July 26 th , you might want to consider adding text about the ability of 
the CRC to issue variances from the rules. However, note that variances cannot be issued for statutory requirements. Here is a link to 
more information about variances: https://deq.nc.gov/about/divisions/coastal-management/coastal-management-permit- 
guidance/variances-appeals . This has been used, for example, to permit sandbag structures that are larger than the rules would otherwise 
allow.

All three transmission line cables next to Bonner Bridge have been confirmed to be damaged. 
Efforts are underway to splice together the first cable that was identified as being severed. 
Crews are working to identify faults in the two additional cables that are still buried. Utility 
providers are moving forward on parallel paths to implement power restoration solutions for 
Hatteras Island, to include splicing together the two remaining cables as well as building an 
overhead transmission line. In addition, a temporary substation is being assembled on 
Hatteras Island that in combination with the Buxton power-plant would provide 50 megawatts 
of stable power to Hatteras Island. Current time estimates put this solution at least 36 hours 
away from implementation.

All three transmission line cables next to Bonner Bridge have been confirmed to be damaged. 
Efforts are underway to splice together the first cable that was identified as being severed. 
Crews are working to identify faults in the two additional cables that are still buried. Utility 
providers are moving forward on parallel paths to implement power restoration solutions for 
Hatteras Island, to include splicing together the two remaining cables as well as building an 
overhead transmission line. In addition, a temporary substation is being assembled on 
Hatteras Island that in combination with the Buxton power-plant would provide 50 megawatts 
of stable power to Hatteras Island. Current time estimates put this solution at least 36 hours 
away from implementation.

• Regarding the draft document that you attached to your e-mail on July 26 th , there is a statement in the lower half of the first page “The 
statute also states...” If you are referring to 15A NCAC, then it is a rule, not a statute. The relevant statute is 113 A, Article 7, but I am 

















not sure if there is any language in the statute about innovative technology, so it might be most accurate to refer to the rule. 

• Regarding the draft document that you attached to your e-mail on July 26 th , you might want to consider adding text about the ability of 
the CRC to issue variances from the rules. However, note that variances cannot be issued for statutory requirements. Here is a link to 
more information about variances: https://deq.nc.gov/about/divisions/coastal-management/coastal-management-pennit- 
guidance/variances-appeals . This has been used, for example, to pennit sandbag structures that are larger than the rules would 
otherwise allow.
